However, amended claim 6 is still not in condition for 
allowance and is still obvious in view of Marsch et al. even though the amendment overcomes the 35 USC 102 (b) rejection. Furthermore, 
Examiner is making a new grounds of rejection against Claim 6 and 9 under 35 USC 103 (a). Marsch et al. discloses the claimed 
invention except for the width of the cooling duct (12) is 0.25 times the height. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
provide for the width of the cooling duct (12) to be 0.25 times the height of the cooling duct (12), since applicant has not disclosed how 
making the cooling duct (12) width 0.25 times the height solves any stated problem or is for any particular purpose and it appears that the 
invention would perform equally well with the width and height being the same ratio in regard to width and height.
